to demand from the city solicitor any service is a Bouillon idea. 
Whether the city commissioner likes or dislikes the way the city 
solicitor interprets the law is a matter which the commissioner 
should bring to the attention of the council. To take his views to 
the newspapers shows that the commissioner is more politician than 
commissioner—which is something that has been said before.

The Spokane Spokesman-Review is authority for the statement 
that Spokane county spends $10,000,000 annually for dairy products 
shipped in from eastern dairies. 

With the duty on butter removed by the reciprocity arrange- 
ment, Alberta creameries will have access at once to this large and 
growing market. 

The free trade theory provides that each country should pro- 
duce the products for which it is best adapted. A protection ar- 
rangement which keeps Alberta butter out’ of Spokane county and 
at the same time keeps Spokane fruit out of Alberta is so manifestly 
absurd as to require no illustration. 

Alberta could no more produce the fruit for which Spokane 
county is adapted than the dry lands of Spokane could produce the 
butter for which Alberta is adapted. 

But with the tariff barrier removed Alberta can meet the world 
in supplying the Spokane market or any other market with dairy 
products, and if Spokane county cannot mect the world in supplying 
Alberta with fruit that is only an indication that Spokane should 
turn its attention to some other industry.

AT OVER 8,000,000 


Dominion Census Commission Looks 
for an Increaso of Over Fifty 
Per Cent. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 40.—"We hope 
and feel that census of Canada to he 
taken this 
erease in 
over that of the Jast official census in 
4901 of at least 50 per cent," said Ar- 
chibald Blue, census commissioner, +0 
ayreporter to-day. 

Mr. Blue stated that all the commis- 
sioners had been appointed and that 
enumerators would be appointed short- 
ly. The names of all the census ap- 
pointees would appear simultaneously 
in the Canada Gazette. Work would 
pe commenced on June fst and it 
would consume more time than the 
last one, owing to the large inerease in 
population and the additional ground to 
be covered. 

According to Mr. Blue's estimate, the 
census Will show the total population 
to be nearly eight millions. In 1904, 
it was 5,374,000. The estimate is 
largely based on the immigration flg- 
ures for the past ten years and the na- 
tural increase during that depriod.

This is the opinion of 
many local automobile authorities. Said 
a man interested in the racing game 
who requested that his name be with- 
held:

any degree of accuracy the exact form 
and dimensions of the coming aero- 
plane, The dreams of the old-time 
imaginative novelist seem almost to be 
realized now. Our more modern Kip- 
ling, looking back in his mind's eye at 
our feeble efforts, talks with scorn in 
the Night Mail of “the days when men 
flew wooden kiles over oil-engines. 
Yet il is not likely that we shall grad- 
uate from that crude type for many 
years to come. A _ scientific forecast 
of the flying-machine's possibilities 
and its effect on human alfairs must, 
therefore, be dedueed from 
aeroplane facts. 

The aeroplane of our time is a thing 
of almost feathery lightness. In its 
construction the lightest and straight- 
est woods and the simallest possible 
amount of metal must be used, As a 


result, it is well-nigh as delicate as a} 


wateh, and, like a watch, it must be 
handled with some care. Sinee the 
motor is the heaviest part of a flying- 
machine, it offers the most serious ob- 
stacle to the attainment of lightness. 
Because of the motor's necessarily 


small size its power is none too gener- | 


ous, and because of its delicate con- 
struction if breaks down with 
ward ease. Hence it is safe to proph- 
esy that the flying machine of the fu- 
ture will be equipped wilh motors of 
far higher power them those at pre- 
sent in use. 
Must Havo Two Motors. 

It is probable that the future aero- 
plane will carry two motors instead of 
one, each motor independently oper- 
ative, so that if one fails, the other 
will still be able to drive the machine 
safely through the air. For military 
purposes, at least, such a double-mo- 
tor aeroplane is absolutely necessary.

If there is dominating note

Coronation rights of service arose 
ata time when the performance of 
service to the crown was more in the 
nature of a duty, often expensive and! 
undesired, than the coveted privilege 
it is now esteemed. 

For this reason the crown imposed 
the bulk of these services as condi- 
lions attached to the gift of land. This 
is not exactly hereditary succession, 
but what is known in law as grand 
serjeanty, whieh Coke  detines as 
“where aman holds his lands or tene- 
ments of our sovereign lord the king 
by such services as he ought to do in 
his proper person to the king.” 

Procedure of the Court. 

The cases dealt with on the oeca- 
sion of the last sitting of the court 
prior to the coronation of King Ed- 
ward VII. are (a) claims as of right 
on which judgment was delivered by 
the court; (b) cases argued before the 
court, but on whieh no order was 
made; (c¢) cases in which no claim of 
right was made; (d) cases not argued, 
and on which no order was made, and 
(e) cases excluded from the consider- 
ation of the court by the terms of the 
proclamation, These last include some 
of those which are of the greatest his- 
torical interest, but were excluded be- 
cause by proclamation the coronation 
banquet was dispensed with, and the 
rights of service claimed were in re- 
lation to the banquet in Westminster 
Abbey,
